It would be curions to know how 
many of your readers haye brought fully 
home to their inner consciousness the 
real significance of that little word “Bil:

less many thousands who cannot sppre reg 


ciate its true worth, even when reduced 
to fruginents for more easy assimilation. 
Ita arithmetical symbol is simple and 
without much pretention. There are 
ao iarge figures—jusi a wodest i fol- 
lowed by a dozen ciphers, and that is all. 

Let us briefly take a glance at it as s 
measnre of time. distance and weight. 
Asa measure of time | would take one 
second as the anit and carry myself in 
thonght throngh the lapse of ages back 
to the first day of the year 1 of onr erg 
remembering that in all those years we 
bave 365 days and in every day just 86,- 
400 seconds of time. Hence, in return 
ing in thought back again to this year‘of 
grace, one might have supposed that’ §- 
000.000,000,000 of seconds had long 
elapsed, but this is not so. We ha’ 
even passed one-sixteenth of that num- 
ber in all these long eventful years, forit 
takes just 81,687 years 17 days 22 hours 
45 minutes and 5 seconds to constitute 
1,000,000,000,000 seconds of time. 

It is no easy matter to bring tinderthe 
cognizance of the human eye a billig 
objects of any kind. Let us try in imag- 
ination to arrange this number for in- 
spection, and for this purpose I would se- 
lect; a sovereign as a familiar object. 
Let us pnt one on the ground and pile 
apon it as many as will reach 20 feet in 
height. Then let os place numbers of 
similar coluinns in close contact, form- 
ing a straight line and making a sort of 
wall 20 feet high. showing only the thin 
edges of the coin. 

Imagine two such walls running par- 
alle! to each other and forming, as it 
were, a long street. We must then keep 
on extending these walls for miles, nay, 
hundreds of miles, and still we shall be 
far short of the required nuniber, » And 
it is not antil we have extended our 
imaginary street to a distance of 2,386) 
miles that we shall have presented for 
inspection onr 1,000,000,000,000 of coins. 

Or in lieu of “this arrangement we 
may place them flat upon the ground, 
fortning one continuons line like’a long 
golden chain with’every link in close 
coutauct. Butto do this we must pass 
over land and se, mountain end valley, 
desert and plain. crossing the equator and 
returning around, the southern hemi- 
sphere, through the trackless ocean, re- 
truce onr way again across the equator, 
then still on and on nntil we againar- 
rive at our starting point, and when we 
haye thus passed a golden chain around 
the huge bulk of the earth we shal! be 
but at the beginning of our task. We 
must drag this imaginary chain no leds 
763 times aronnd the globe. 

if we can further imagine all those 
rows of links laid closely side by side 
and every one in contact with its neigh- 
vor, we shall bave formed a golden band 
around the globe jnst 52 feet 6 inches 
wide and this will represent our 1, 
000,000,000 of coins. Such a chain, if Iai 
in a straight line, would reach a fraction 
over 13,328.445 miles. the weight of 
which, if estimated at one-fourth ounce 
each sovereign, would be 6,975,447 tons 
and would require for their transport mo 
jeas than 2,325 ships, each with a full 
cargo of 8,000 tons. Even then there 
would bea residue of 447 tons, repre- 
senting 64.081.920 sovereigns. ; 

For a measure of height let us take a 
much smaller unit as our measuring rod. 
The sheets of paperou which The Times 
is printed. if laid out flat and firmly 
pressed together as in a well bouud’ 


‘book, woull represent a measure of 


about one-three hundred and thirty- 
third of an inch in thickness. Let us 
see how high a dense pile formed by a 
billion of these thin paper leaves would, 
reach. We must in imagination pile’ 
them vertically upward, by degrees 
reaching to the height of our tallest: 
spires. and passing these the pile must. 
still grow higher, topping the Alps andi 
Andes and the highest peaks of the Him-; 
alayas, and shooting up from thence 
throngh the tleecy clouds pass beyond 
thé confines of onr attennated atmos- 
phere and leap up into the blue ether 
with which the universe is filled, stand- 
ing proudly np far beyond the reach of 
all terrestrial things—still pile on your 
thousands and millions of thin leaves. 
for-we are only beginning to rear the 
mighty mass. Add millions on ‘millidtis 
of sheets and thousands of miles on 
these, and still the number will lack tts 
due amonnt. | 

Let na pause to look at the neat plowed 
edges of the book before us. See how 
closely lie those thin flakes of paper: how 
many there are in the mere width of a 
span, and then turn our eyes in imagina- 
tion upward toour mighty column‘ of 
accniuuniated sheets. It now containsits 
appointed number. and our 1,000,000,008, 
000 of sheets of The ‘Times superimposed 
npon each other and pressed into a com- 
pact mass hax reached an altitude of 47,- 
48 miles!

'Dovyza, :Dgi., April 29.—Witbin the 
past few days peach growers in thisstate 
have become convinced through careful 
exantinations of their orchards that the 
coming season will prove one of the 
most prolific of the past decade. In some 
sections the fruit appears to have suf- 
fered irretrievable damage, but upon the

of crimes committed by Indians upon 
their reservations. Recently the regula- 
tions for the Indian courts proper have 
been , 50 as to make them more 
efficient. - Among thé changes in the new 
regulations is the division of the reser- 
vations into districts, witha judge in 
each, while there is à court in banc for 
the reservation, having a clerk to keep 
its records. A reservation may. be div- 
ided into three or more such districts, 
following, as far as practicable, county 
lines, provided that the Indian popula- 
tions, including mixed bloods and whites, 
who are members of the tribes, shall be 
nearly equal in the districts. If there 
are no county lines, natural boundaries 
are used, so that fhe Indians can easily 
ascertain what districts they belong to. 

All the judges are Indians and must 
be men of intelligence, integrity, good 
moral character and monogamists, prei- 
erence being given to those who “read 
and write English readily, wear citizens" 
dress and engage in civilized pursuits.” 
They are appointed by the commissioner 
of Indian affairs for the term of one year, 
subject of course to éarlier removal on 
proof of misconduct. Each judge must 
reside in the district and hold court at 

‘Jeast one day in each week. 
* Any Indian engaging in the sun dan 
scalp dance or war dance, or any similar 
feast, sO called, shall be punished by 
withholding his rations for 10 days or 
less, or by imprisonment for 10 days or 
less, on the first offensé, a second offense 
bringing not less than 10 nor more than 
80 days of withholding rations, or im- 
prisonment. 

Plural or polygamous marriages here- 
after entered into receiye a penalty of $20 
to $50, or hard labor for 20 to 60 days, or 
both, and the forfeit of right to rations 
while continuing in such relations. Other 
immorality of like nature is punished. 
The willful destruction of property of 
other Indian; requires the making up of 
its yalue and also 30 days’ imprisonment, 
“and the plea thet the |person convicted 
or the owner of tho property in question 
was at the time a ‘mourner,’ and that 
thereby the taking, destroying or injur- 
ing of the property was justified by the 
customs or rites of thd tribes shall not 
be accepted as sufficient defense.” 

Intoxication and the felling of intoxi- 
cants are put on the same footing, bring- 
ing a penalty of betwéen $20 and $100 or 
imprisonment- tctween 30 and 90 days. 
The rounders of the police courts of ci- 
ties who nre accustomed to the $10 or 10

at the introduction of) these penalties. 
Among the misdemeanors, a neglect or 
refusal to perform road duty brings a 
fine of $1.50 for every day omitted or 
imprisonment for nof more than five 
days. Another noteworthy provision 
proposed in the new revyulations reads as 
follows: 

“‘Thot if am Indian refuses or neglects 
to adopt halts of industry or to engage 
inkivilized pursuits or employments, but 
habitually ¿pends his time in idleness 
and loafing, he shall be deemed a vagrant 

"and guilty of @ misdemeanor, and shall 
‘upon the first conviction thereof belia- 
biéto a fine of not more than $5 or to 
imprisonment of not more-than 10 days, 
and gor anysubsequent conviction there- 
of toa fine of not more than $10 or to 
imprisonment for not mare than 80 days, 
in the discretion of the court.” 

This inclusion of yagrancy among of- 
fenses punishable by the courts isamong 
the changes in the new regulations. 
Any one who adopts the practices of 
medicine men or the arts of the conjurer 
to prevent Indians from abandoning 
their barbarous customs is to be impris- 
oned betweeu 10 and 30 days for the first 
offense and not more than six months 
ffor a subsequent one. ~The dcterring of 
‘Indians’ from following civilized habits 
and pursuits, or their children from at- 
tending schools. is also included under 
this regulation. 

The district court judges have power 
to solemnize marriages between Indians, 
the fee for each not exceeding $1, and 
they are to furnish certificates of such 
Marriages. 

The Indian court in general term, com- 
prising all the judges on a reservation. 
sits at least once a month, and amajority 
constitutes a quorum, but any judgment 
to be yalid must have the concurrence of 
a majority of all the judges on the reser- 
vation; and upon a failure of snch a ma- 
jority to agree the case mubt be tried 
again ata subsequent term. It has ju- 
risdiction in all appeals from the district 
court and exclusive jurisdiction over all 
civil cases between Indians and in the 
administration of their estates, 

It will be seen therefore that ‘the Indian 
courts are of no little importance, while 
of course the federal, state and terri- 
torial courts also have a jurisdiction 
which need not. be described in detail.— 
Washington Letter.

African Fruit Ruined by Insects. 

Half measures are of no avail in deal- 
ing with the parasitic fly ceratitis—that 
scourge of the fruit farmers in South 
Africa. Mr. William Tuck of Grahams- 
town, who expresses this opinion, is a 
high authority on fruit farming. He 
tells us that in the eastern province 
they can ever depend on any fruit ex- 
cept grapes coming to ripeness without 
damage froni fly: larvie, though where, 
owing to high altitude—2,000 feet to 
8,000 and ovet—theré are sharp frosts 
every winter such frnits as can stand 
the cold are fairly free from the plague, 
because the larv® cannot tide over the 
frost. 

It sometimes happens that scarcely a 
peach ripens in the whole province with- 
out a worm inside, Mr..Tuck is for he- 
roic remedies, He is decidedly of opin- 
ion that if a general and perfect destruc- 
tion of all the fruit grown in any one 
year could be brought about by the com- 
mon consent of the whole body of fruit 
growers the fly might be stamped ont, 
but he mournfully confesses that the 
universal system of "go as you please,” 
vided to the isolated life of cape farms, 
endersany such united action of a year's 
self denial for the common good quite 
‘mpracticable,—London News. 

$ Decoration. x 

Tho fash... ı -+ beautifying the table, 
which in theso days iscarried to such an 
extent, is by no means s0 original as 
many claim it to be. It is simply the 
revival of an old custom. We are told 
that in France when the great jointa 
grew distasteful and small dishes tooli 
their place decorations of the table 
changed too, Permanent pieces called 
“dorments,” or “surtonts,” made of crys- 
tal zud mounted in silver were placed in 
the middle of the table, and from them 
brenched candelabra of pilt and silver, 
vases filled with flowers, tiny trays cov- 
ercd with sweetmeats, or here and there 
statuettes. 

Finally the surtout grew so large that 
it almost covered the table. People at 
last grew tired of the monotony of this 
ornament, no matter how artistic it 
mizht be, and instead the center of the 
table was often covircd with a layer of 
potters clay, in which a Aorist would 
set cut flowers in zny design that pleased 
him. Artists were often employed to 
decorate (he table, the center of which 
would be covered with temples, bridges, 
amphitheaters or emblematic groups of 
figures, a)l made of paste. 

Sometimes the artist would represent 
a landscape covered with snow. M. 
Carada invented an artificial hourfrost, 
which was melted by the heat of the 
room, during which process the guests 
saw the thawing of the river and the 
budding of the trees nnd flowers as spring 
succesded winter. There were also the 
“sableurs,” who, by means of beautiful- 
ly colored sands, powdered marbles, 
ground glass, beads and bread crumbs, 
made very ingenious figures upon the ta- 
ble cloths.—Harper’s Bazar.

SICK AND TAKEN EN. 


HELPLESS HOTEL, GUESTS FLEECED 
BY BIG DOCTORS’ FEES. 


Many Hotels In the Big Metropolis and Ia 
Ciileago Are In League With Conscience» 
less Members of the Medical Profession 
to Extort Money. 


Every large hotel in the city nowadays 
Bas a physician resident in the building. 
Gis presence in the hotel is one of the 
proofs of the completeness of the modern 
hostelry, so far as the provision and com- 
fort of the guest is concerned. The idea 


‘| of having a dector within instant call is 


beyond all question an excellent one, but 
it seems that it has of late been subject 
Aio th The factr bas got out 

s of the hotel physicians make 
use of theft position to levy extortionate 
charges for the treatment of guests who 
have been luckless enough to fall ill 
among 


strangers. 
Complaint is made that far from being 


p blessing to the guest, the ease with 


which medical attendance can be secured 
has ım such cases become a source of 
genuine dread to visitors to the big city 
who have to stop at hotels. The guests 
fear even a trifling illness while in the 
hotel, becatiss if they make the fact 
known that they want to see a doctor 
they will be charged a fee out of all pro- 
portion to the service rendered by the 
doctor, whose chief claim tẹ patronage 
is that he is “always near at band.” 

Complaint has been made against the 
doctors’ charges in two of the best known 
hotels in the town to a prominent con- 
sulting physician. | 

“When I was taken sick at the hotel 
the other night,” one of the complainants 
oid, "I asked the head clerk to send me 

t= Ss 

“Dr. S.I" said the clerk in seeming 
astonishment. ‘I never heard of him. 
But, we have a competent physician in 
the hotel whom I will send to your 
room.” 

The hotel doctor did go to the room in 
response to the request of the clerk. He 
made several visits during the night, al- 
though the guests didn’t want and didn’t 
need more than one visit, A fee of §10 
was charged in the bill, and the guests 
bad to payit. Subsequent investigation 
made it clear that the reason for this 
high fee was that the hotel physician 
had made an arrangement -with the ho- 
tel proprietor by which .he latter got a 
third of this big fee. The guests also 
learned that this sharing of the fee had 
been the custom at the hotel for a very 
long time, and that guests submitted to 
it rather than have any wrangle at the 
clerk’s desk over charges, a thing that 
self respecting persons naturally dread 
and will nvoid even where the charge is 
a manifest imposition. The abuse has 
recently attracted the attention of the 
professionals, who do not practice in ho- 
tels, and has evoked an earnest protest 
and a demand for reform. 

The Medical Record, under the head- 
ing “Doctors and Hotels,” bandles the 
subject in this vigorous style: 

“Every person of sensitive morals; apd 
a good many with only every day sensi- 
bilities, would be shocked if the whole 
story of the relations of doctors to hotels 
were written. There is a fashionable 
hostelry in this town. where the hotel 
doctor charges $7 a visit, and there is the 
best reuson for believing that the hust- 
ling landlord gets §2 of it. It is stated 
on good authority that in many hotels 
the official doctor is obliged to give up 
from one-fifth to one-third of his charges 
to the business management. Peopls 
who are taken ill in hotels must havea 
doctor and are not disposed to question 
about terms. They donot findout what 
these are until they settle the bill, and 
then expostulation is too late,” 

It is only just to say that all the hotel 
physicians are not parties to this mean 
sort of swindling. Many of them are 
physicians of high repute who live at the 
hotels and pay for their board and lodg- 
ings the same as any other guests and 
have a regniar and legitimate schedule 
of charges based upon the market valne 
of their professional services. In cases 
where there is a “divvy” between the 
doctor'and the hotel the physician gets 
his lodgings and board ata reduced raté. 
He is appointed by the hotel proprietof’, 
and he excuses the high fee on the plea 
that he has to charge more than his reg- 
ular rate in order to make good the bonus 
to the proprietor. This bonus is de- 
manded for the privilege of practicing in 
the hotel. -s 

“This abuse is worse in Chicago than 
it is in- New York,” a prominent phy- 
xician said 

“The bonus system is certainly an out- 
rage on the traveling public,” said an- 
other physician, “but at the same time 
the hotel doctor should not shoulder the 
entire blame for it. The responsibility 
tests with the hotel proprietor who is 
mean enough to look for’gain from the 
sickness of one of his patrons. It is not 
using very strong language to call this 
barbarism. Hotel proprietors who favor 
the fleecing of the sick in their establish- 
ments ought to be tabooed by every hon- 
orable and self respecting man and wo- 
man. Lf guests were to stay away from 
such hotels, the bonus system would be 
quickly suppressed.”—New York Sun.

If it was not for the ten- 
der care which. in England at any rate, 
is taken of the fox, he would soon become 
as extinct as the wolf. Coverts are plant- 
ed for him on dry sunny hillsides; his 
breed is improved by judicious crossing 
with strangers from the north, and in a 
good hunting country keepers are sup- 
posed at any rate to look after his com- 
fort and to consider him almost as much 
belonging to their family as do their 
pheasants. In a district which is suita- 
ble in every way for game, but which is 
not preserved, it is always exceedingly 
scarce.—Macmifllan’s Magazine.

“Tale of Two Cities” he confounds the 
names of Sansoni, the French executioner, 
with Samson, the Jewish judge. 

Longfellow calls Erigena s Scotchman, 
whereas the meaning of the word signi- 
fee an Irishman, and in ‘‘The Two An- 
gels” crowns the death angel with ama- 
ranth, the flower emblematic of life, and 
the life angel With asphodels, the flowers 
of the grave. Victor Hugo in ‘‘Les Tra- 
vailleurs de la Mer” renders the “Frith 
of Forth” by Premier des Quatre and in 
“Les Miserables” dismisses for good in 
the middle of the story a character whom 
he afterward reintroduces and of whom 
he has much to say,—St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat. 


Opposed to the English Language. 

The general spread of the English lan- 
guage over the world has been resisted 
inost stubbogaly on British soil at home.

The 
number of Irish people who do not speak 
English at all is still considerable, and 
in Scotland it is not small.—London 
Letter.

THE MISSING LINK. 


Professor Virchow Suys That It Is as Re- 
mote From Discovery as Eter. 

We know that iman existed in the 
quaternary och, that ke lived through 
long ages miserabldand depressed, while 
stone, wood, horn and bone constituted 
the material of his arms and of his few 
instruments. We are convinced that a 
long interval separated the age of stone 
from the age of metals and that only in 
particu lar places was the use of stone 
unmeédiately replaced by. that of metals. 
These are the data which now make part 
of the general knowledge acquired by 
civilized nations since the foundation of 
tle congress, but further studies respect- 
ing the origin and |the regions whence 
the different branches of civilization have 
épritig have advanced relatively but very 
little. We seek in vain for the ‘missing 
link” connecting man with the monkey 
or any other animal species. 

There exists a definite barrier separat- 
ing man from the animal which has not 
yet been effaced—heredity, which trans- 
mits to children the faculties of their 

ta. We have never seen a monkey 
ring 4 man into the world, nor a man 
frodice a monkey. | All men having a 
simian appearance arë simply patbolog- 
ical variants. It was generaliy believed 
a few years ago that there yet existed a 
few human races which still remained 
in the primitive inferior condition of 
their organization. But all these races 
have been objects of minute investiga- 
tion, and we know that they have an or- 
ganization like ours, often indeed supe- 
rior to that of supposed higher races. 
Thus the Eskimo head and the head of 
the Terra del Fuegians belong to the 
perfected types. 

Some races have the same skulls very 
small, of about the same volume as the 
microcephalous skulls. | For example, the 
inhabitants of the Andaman islands and 
the Veddahs of Ceylon have been re- 
garded as microceplialic, A more exact 
study has, however, shown a difference 
between them and the real microcephalic 
races, The head of an Andaman islander 
or of a Veddab is very)regular, only all 
its parts are a little smaller than among 
men of the ordinary races. Nanicephalic 
heads (dwarf), as I call them, have none 
of those characteristic anomalies that 
distinguish really microcephalic heads. 

A single race, that of the Orang-Sima- 
ings and the Orang-Cekai of the peninsula 
of Malacca, still remains unstudied. The 
single traveler who has | penetrated into 
the mountainous country inhabited by 
them, the bold Russian Miklukho Maklai, 
has ascertained that certain isolated in- 
dividuals among Simaings are small and 
have curled hair. A new expedition has 
been sent into that country to study the 
anthropology of the Orang-Cekai, from 
which I have received a sknil and a few 
locks uf hair.

There exists no proanthropos, no man- 
monkey, and the ‘‘connecting link” re- 
mains a phantom.—Professof Rudolph 
Virchow's Lecture. 


Government Printing. 

Some prodigiously large volumes have 
been printed at the government print- 
ing office in a wonderfully short time. 
For instance, the Revised Statutes, which 
constitute a volume of 1,088 closely 
printed pages, were set up, proof read 
three times, printed and delivered in 
bound form to the house of representa- 
tives between 5 o'clock, p. m, On a 
Wednesday and 12 o'clock, noon, on the 
following Saturday—an interval of only 
67 hours. P»rhaps the greatest work of 
printing eve: undertaken anywhere was 
the publication of 10,000 copies of the 
records of the war of the rebellion in 120 
royal octavo volumes of 800 pages each, 
at a total cost of $1,260,000 for printing 
and binding. 

This single publication will require 
over 75,000 printers’ reams of white pa- 
per to print it, and the composition will 
probably exceed 300,000,000,000 ems. 
There will be when the work is finished 
not less than 1,200,000 actual books of 
800 pages each. These figures dwarf 
those of the largest encyclopédia ever 
published in any country or in any lan- 
guage.— Washington Star. 


Why Snow Falls In Flakes. 

Snow falls to the earth in flakes be- 
cause it is water solidified in starlike 
crystals, each snowflake being usually 
made up of several crystals, which are 
excessively light on account of the large 
quantity of air among the frozen parti- 
cles. The snow crystals arise from the 
slow passage of the water vapor of 
clouds, when the temperature falla be- 
low freezing point, into the solid condi- 
tion, the fairylike transformation taking 
place by the molecule or smaltess inde- 
pendent particles of the water grouping 
themselves with the utmost mathemat- 
ical regularity around different centers. 

Each crystal of snow, as of anything 
else, is therefore a more or leas perfect 
geometrical solid. The moet complete 
snow crystals are formed ina clear at- 
mosphere, where there is nothing to re- 
tard the gradual procesa of crystalliza- 
tion or molecular construction. Rain, 
on the other hand, being a liquid, falls in 
drops.—London Tit-Bits.

To Rebuild the Surry Lumber Plast. 


The Sursy Lumber Company will be- 
gin this week to rebnild its plant at 
Dendron, Surry county. Va., which was 
destroyed by fire April 22. The plantand 
stock burned was valued at $200,000 and 
the insurance was $125,000. About8,000,- 
000 feet of lumber were destroyed. The 
company is composed of E. T. Waters & 
Son, of Baltimore, and Richardson, Smith 
Moore & Co., of Snow Hill, Md. They 
bongbt a mill in North Carolina a few 
months ago and the work of removing it 
to Dendron will be begun at once. The 
mill destroyed by fire hada capacity of 
150,000 feet pep day. The mill which is 
being removed from North Carolina has 
a capacity ofonly 30,000 feet per day, 
but by running will to turn out 50,000 feet 
every twenty-four honrs. As soon as 
this mill is at work the firm will begin 
the erection of a new plant which will 
be the most extensive in Virginia. A- 
bout four hundred men weré thrown out 
of employment by the fire, but many of 
them will find work in the erection and 
working of the new plant.

Curious Mode of Catching Turtles, 

A curious mode of catching turtles is 
practiced in the West Indies. It consists 
in attaching a ring and-a line to the tail 
of a species of sucker fish known as the 
remora. The live fish.is then thrown 
overboard aud immediately makes for 
the first turtle he can spy, to which he 
attaches himself very firmly by means of 
a sucking apparatus arranged at the top 
of his head.

In the history of civilization frequent- 
allusion is made to an occult and weird 


‘| force, seemingly possessed by a few

This force 
was first tically studied and 
taught as well as exhibited by Dr. Mes- 
mer, a Snabian, in 1773. At a later date 
Baird of England took up the subject,

Like the medicine 
bag of the Indian medicine man, its con- 
tents are a secret to members of the 
same profession. These women usually 
have a bow of soft wood strung with a 
single string, and this they twang on 
the edge of the box like a caricature of 
violin playing. 

If the spirit required is that of a dead 
person, & leaf plucked from a graveyard 
is used to splash some water out of a 
small cup that stands in front of the 
medium. If the person is living, a sim- 
ilar ceremony is performed with a piece 
of stick instead ofa leaf. Then follows 
an incantation, and the spirit -proceeds 
to speak through the medium. The 
medium charges sometimes as high as 15 
or 20 cents.—San Francisco Call. 


Silk From Wood Pulp.

It was the closing week of commence- 
‘Ment exercises at the military academy 
in June, 1869, and_historic-West Point 
bad neyer appeared more brilliant. Dis- 
tinguished guests from all over the 
country were assembled to witness the 
ceremonies, ‘and the wealth and fashion 
‘of New York; Brooklyn, Boston; Phila- 
delphia, ‘ Baltimore, Washington and 
other cities crowded Roe’s and Cozzen’s 

telg and the private cottages to their 
fullest capacities. First añńd foremost of 
all thos®* there was the hewly inaugu- 
‘vated president of- the United States, 
Ulysses S» Grant, then in the’ splendor 
Then there was General 
William T. Sherman, his successor in 
command of the army;-General Rufus 
Ingalls, General Quincy Gillmore and a 
host of lesser military.chieftains and 
salso the officers of the. academy resplen- 
dent in uniform, besides many civic dig- 
nitaries. 

Mrs. John A. Dix and Mrs. John Bige- 
low-occupied cottages atCozzen's, and 
the Rev. Henry. Ward Beecher was 
resent to deliver the sermon to the 
graduates. The glories and the chivalry 
of West Point’still clung to it and made 
it an attraction to the fair sex. Benny 
Haven’s, with its many legends of clan- 
destine cadet revefries, yet remained at 
the riyer’s edge. . The faculty were all 
noted gray haired professors who had 
been engaged in tutoring future military 
heroes for half a century, some of them. 
Their dean was Denis Mahan, professor 
of matheniatics,-;who was afterward to 
geek a Suicide’s death in the Hudson 
“river. 

President Grant wag’accompanied to 
the academy by Mrs, ‘Grant and their 
daughter, NellieGrant. ‘The president’s 
son, Frederick Dent Grant, was a cadet 
in the, third clags;and for that reason 
the ises had g special attraction for 
the members of the Grant family. Gen- 
eral Thomas G. Pitcher, the superin- 
tendeént of the academy; Colonel Henry 
M. Black, the Commandant of the cadet 
corps; * Lieutenant < Colonel ‘John M. 
Hildt, who.was wooing at the time Miss 
Jerome, a daughter of .Leonard Jerome, 
and whom he afterward married; Ed- 
ward C. Boynton, the adjutant of the 
post, and the rest of the officers had pre- 
pared an elaborate and interesting pro- 
gramme for the commencement, and 
during the week or longer that President 
Grant and his family were at the Point 
there was mortar practice, signal service 
movements, the building of pontoon 
bridges, ‘cavulry maneuvers and other 
objeetslessons in the art of war, with 
parades every afternoon’on’ the plateau 
by the battalion of cadets, and a concert 
afterward by the government band. 

Among the juniof officers of the su- 
perintendent’s staff was John E. Hosmer, 
a lieutenant of infantry, who was as- 
signed as escort to the president and his 
family during their stay at West Point. 
He was a native of Massachusetts, of 
good family and attractive’ personal ap- 
pearances The daughter of the White 
House, Miss Noellie-Grant, was new to 
societyin the east, and the young lieu- 
tenant devoted. much time.to her enter- 
tainment. E39 wag her daily chaperon 
over the military grounds and explained 
to her the many points of historic inter- 
ést’ there’ He attanged private eeter- 
tainments and’parties in her honor‘at the 
houses-ofthe professors, while old dow- 
agers, with little else todo than watch 
passing, events, noted the growing inti- 
macy of the daughter of the White House 
and the junior lieutenant, looked on the 
young couple spprovingly and said to 
each Other; “A match, sure.” 

The commencement of the academy 
terminated on the evening of Saturday, 
June 14, with the ball of the graduating 
class gt Roe’s: hotel.

Men Who Find Solitude In the Very Cem 
è ters of Liv 

One of the most ini ‘ing studies in 
human nature about the c.ty is the man 
who lives in hotels. Ido not mean the 
commercial traveler or the man who is 
engaged in business of any kind, but the 
man who has nothing to do bnt to look 
around him and enjoy himself. Hé may 
actually enjoy himself, too, for all J 
know. [hope he does. He is interest- 
ing as an illustration of what some men 
call enjoyment. 

The fashionable hotels of New York— 
and unfashionable hotels for that mat- 
ter—are the shelter of many men who 
are not in business other than the busi- 
ness of looking pretty and observing the 
rest of the world move. I do not say 
they are the homes of such men—they 
merely shelter and feed them. i 

In many instances this life is that of a 
hermit. Possibly a man accustomed to 
the wild, bilarious career offered by a 
country hotel may cavil at the expres 
sion in this connection, but it is because 
such a man does not understand city 
ways. A year or two ago a well todo gen- 
tleman died in a New York hotel. He 
had lived in the hostelry for years, and 
yet not a soul—if I may use the word 
soul in speaking of a hotel corporation— 
knew him personally or anything about 
him beyond the fact that he paid his bills 
promptly and regularly. He chose to 
make no. acquaintances and was satis- 
fied to appear to the hotel managers as 
“No. 61, K.,” or by whatever number his 
room was designated. The hotel man- 
agement had changed several times, but 
he lived on there, a calm, unruffled ex- 
istence. 

As a guest such a man is a jewel, and 
as may reasonably be supposed he was 
not likely to be harassed by unnecessary 
attentions. When he died and it was 
found that he was a gentleman of inde- 
pendent fortune—the newspapers, of 
course, making the discovery—some peo- 
ple marveled fora day or two and then 
forgot him, I recall the incident now 
only to illustrate that in a great city like 
this what aypears to be the most public 
life may be in reality the most exclusive. 
There are plenty’of men living hermit 
lives in New York hotels—as much soas 
if they occupied a poor novel in the soli- 
tary fastnesres of the wilderness. 

I know meu who reside at swell hotels 
who do not seek to avoid their fellows, 
but who might as well be confined in 
the penitentiary or be dead, so far as 
their usefulness to society is concerned. 
They remind me of convicts—so appar- 
ently listless, aimless and inert their ex- 
istence. They eat, drink and sleep. 
Life holds no more inviting cupfor them 
than that offered by the hotel corridor. 
They have exhausted what men call 
pleasure or are beyond the age of phys- 
ital enjoyment, with no reserve capacity 
for mental pleasure. To a man of some 
temperaments such a life would be a liv- 
ing death.—_New York Cor, Pittsburg 
Dispatch.

ed a fighting chance for reappointment. 
Capt. T. B. C. Howard is probably the 
strongest candidate now in the field. 
Gen. Seth has made a most efficient 


commander. He is the author of the 
law under which the navy is now op- 


erated. 


—Mr. Cleveland has acted eminently 
wise in closing the doorg of the 
White House on the swarm of office 
seekers that were daily besieging him 
for positions. 

To bave continued it would have been 
simply a waste of time and nervous en- 


ergy. 

The country did not elect Mr. Cleve- 
land tospend his time listening toimpor- 
tuning office seekers. Not that be should 
exclude himself from the public or 
should surround himself with a Chinese 
wall, inaccessible. The President sbould 
always be accessible to the people who 
call on business of interest to the coun- 
try. It is the country and not individ- 
uals that he should serve. 

There is much to be done during this 
administration. Mr. Cleveland realizes 
this and wants some time to do it, that 
is, to prepare for the work that is before 
him. 

The Tariff ona the Silver questions 
must be considered as soon as it is prac- 
ticable, probably at a special session 
which it is thought Mr. Cleveland will 
call to meet about September Ist. 

Mr. Cleveland no doubt intends that 
Democrats shall fill the offices; that’s 
right, and they shall be sppointed as 
soon as practicable, but it does not hast- 
en the work in the least to have his 
whole time taken up listening to delega- 
tions, pleading the cause of some fellow 
who wantsa position under the goyern- 
ment, because the government pays more 
for services, than the applicants’ services 
will command in other fields of labor. 

Mr. Cleveland has undoubtedly taken 
the right step viewed even from a politi- 
ical standpoint. 


Why Restrict Chinese Immigration. 


Hon. T. J. Geary, in Harper’s Weekly 
says: The Chinese are an undesirable 
immigration from a political, social, and 
economical standpoint. We have per- 
mitted and encouraged immigration in 
_the past because of the belief that each 
immigrant bad a money value, in that 
his labor, as applied to the development 
ofthe natural resources of the country, 

produced some new yalue, which en- 
riched the community and increased the 
wealth of the nation. 

The Chinese immigrants are actuated 
by: different purposes from those of oth- 
er aliens. They have nointention of re- 
maining here longer than is necessary 
to acquire a sum of money sufficient to 
maintain them in their own land. ll 
expect to return there some day, taking 
with them the profit of their labor here. 

They bring no families with then, and 
do not become permanent residents, but 
are mere bird@of passage, whose labor 
earnings represent no increase of wealth 
in the State. 

They establish no domestic relations 
here, found no homes, and im no wise 
increase or promote the growth of the 
com munity in which they reside, and 
are, forthese reasons, to be considered 
as different form the other immigrants, 
aud their coming shuuld be regulated by 
different laws from those applying to 

 otheralien races who come here, The 
latter come, with a few exceptions, with 
no intention of returning to their native 
land. Their earnings are retained here, 
they marry, families are established, 
homes builded; and many other citizens 
find, intime, employment in satisfying 
the wants thus created. Farms are sub- 
divided, and small settlements estab- 
lished; tuwns spring up and the country 
experiences the benefit of their growth 
and development. 
The Chinaman does none of these things, 
He comes a bachelor and remains one, 
animated only by the desire of living as 
cheaply as possible, spending as little as 
possible, and returning to his native 
land with his earnings. 

He lives in hovels thata white man 
could not exist in. He acquires no yest- 
ed rights in realty, and on his depart- 
ure tie country is poorer by the amount 
he takes with him. 

If we had had in Californias a number 
of white laborers equal to the number of 
our Chinese, we would have retained 
here many millions. of. dollars which 
have been sent to China, and we would 
havea far greater measure of prosperity 
than we now enjoy. 

Is ita good policy to encourage the 
immigration of a class of laborers com- 
ing with the purpose of the Chinese?

Tho English Language. 

Professor Vambery has been lecturing 
on the “Fashion of Languages” before 
the Buda-Pesth English club. English, 
he said, may now be called the most 
fashionable language in all the five parts 
of the world. It began to spread in the 
first Uecades of the century through Eng- 


lish literature, and in Asia by means of’ 


accelerated communication. Steamers 
were the wings of the English language 
in the far east, and its spreading from 
India and the straits settlements to Chi- 
na and Japan is simply miraculons. 

There is no exaggeration in saying 
that the number of English speaking 
Asiatics amounts today to 3,000,000; that 
of Europeans to more than 1,000,000, and 
these, added to the 126,000,000 Anglo- 
Saxons, give a total of English speaking 
men and women of 130,000,000. Should 
the increase continue in the same propor- 
tion, the middle of next century will 
have 200,000,000 English speaking per- 
sons, and the English will have no-rival 
in the world besides the Chinese. 

Phoneticai‘y English is unsuitable for 
the foreigner, and the lecturer declares 
he always suffered acute pain in the jaws 
when speaking publicly ingEngland and 
trying to imitate genuine English. The 
phonetic diffivulties are, however, amply 
rewarded through the expressiveness, the 
rare precision, vigor and exactness in 
which English surpasses all other Euro- 
pean tongues.—London News. 

Making Diamonds. 

The microscopic diamonds made by M. 
Henri Moissan are not the first’ real 
diamonds made by the chemist. Some 
years ago Mr. Hannay of Glasgow suc- 


ceeded in making a few small gems, and | 


another Glasgow chemist not lonz ago | 
announced that he was makiug experi- 
ments in this direction and had obtained 
promising results. 

Moissan, however, was the first to form 
a gem by means of the high temperature 
of the electric furnace, though the idea 
of doing sois not exactly novel. Moissan 


obtains a t-mperature of from 3,000 to | 


4,000 degrees centigrade in his electric 
crucible and fuses iron or silver, which 
absorbs the carbon of sugar. When the 
fused metal cools, part of the carbon 
separates from it again in the form of 
crystals, black or white—that is to say, 
black diamond or carbonado and ordi- 
nary, clear diamond. - 

The crystallization seems to be facili- 
tated by pressure, which is produced by 
the expansion of the sugar carbon as it 
cools. The tiamond crystals were ex- 
ceedingly minute and quite unfit for 
jewelry. Moreover, the process is very 
éxpensive.— Manchester Times. 


Getting, Measured For a Gun. 

A fact which is not generally known 
outside of sporting circles is that a gun- 
ner who seeks to do the best work he is 
capable of requires to be measured for 
his gun in the same way as he would be 
for his suit of clothes. To facilitate this 
operation, a new adjusting gun has been 
devised. The bend and castoff of the 

-gun are adjusted by means of screws, 
and the points of each are placed in 

running parallel to the line of 
the butt. . The length of the butt is also 
adjusted by screws in the heel. The 
length and bend of the stock can in this 
way be rez;ulated to the length of neck 
and arm of the shooter, as well as to the 
various special requirements to which 
his style of shooting may give rise.— 
Boston Journal.

When the Buffalo Disappeared: 

In 1876 Fort Benton alone sent 80,000 
buffalo hides to market, In 1888 twd 
carloads were shi from Dickinson, 
North Dakota. fa 1884 Fort Benton 
sent none at all, In 1879 a little band 
of the animals were known to be graz- 
ing near Fort Totten, on Devil Lake, 
North Dakota, and it is believed that 
these animals furnished the two carloads 
of robes which came eastward to St. 
Paul from Dickinson in 1883. This was 
the last year of the buffalo—i883. A 
herd, numbering perhaps 80,000, crossed 
the Yellowstone river in that year and 
went north toward the British line, 
“Thoy never came back,” is the pitiful 
refrain which one hears from the In- 
dians along the border from Winnipeg 
in Manitoba to St. Mary's Lakes in Al- 
berta. 

No, they never came back while rid- 
ing with the officers of the Nanadian 
mounted police through Alberta, they 
told me the story of this last year of the 
bnffalo, but it was never told twice alike 
by any two men, for a strange mystery 
sccms to hang over the closing scene of 
the great crime which annihilated the 
mighty herds.—Hamlin Russell in Har- 
per’s. s

Trouble Caused by a Semicolon, 

The substitution of a semicolon for a 
comma in nn act which became a law in 
1889 has caused a lot of trouble for the 
surface railroads and apparently makes 
necessary the passing of Healing att by 
the present legislature. The act, Which 
relates to railroad crossings, isas follows: 

“No electric, cable or horse railroad 
shall hereaf\r be constructed across the 
tracks of » steam railroad at grade; nor 
shall any steam railroad cross any such 
electric, cable or horse railroad at grade, 
except upon application and approval by 
the railroad commissioners." 

The preceding Was approved, semicolon 
and all, June 11, 1889, and became a law. 
The result is that while steam roads cari 
cross surface lines at will with the per- 
mission of the railroad commissioners 
street and electric roads are barred from 
crossing steam roads with or without 
permission.—Hartford Courant. 


- The Carnation Is an Old Flower. 

Pliny refers to the carnation as having 
been used in the days of Augustus Cæsar 
to give a spicy flavor to wine. While 
greatly loved and admired by the an- 
cients, its improvement was not much 
advanced urtil it found a home in Eng- 
land. The date of this event is not quite 
clear, but is believed to bé about the 
year 1200. Chaucer wrote of its cultiva» 
tion in 1386, from which date it has been 
considered a florist'’s flower. - It was first 
called “carnation” by Henry Lyte in 
1578 and designated as a “pink” in 1600. 
Edmund Spenser called it ‘‘coronation,” 
which found little favor. Shakespeare, 
in ‘Winter's’ Tale,” act 4, says, “The 
fairest flowers o’ the season are our car- 
nations.” He also alludes to it in ‘‘Hen- 
ty V."—R. T. Lombard.

THE BISGOVERIES NIKOLA TESLA IS 
GIVING THE WORŁÐ: z 


Electric Currents That Prodace Variegated 
Streams of Mysterious Light aud Fail to 
Heat the Wires That Carry These Won- 
derful Carrents. 


Almost from the time that thevibra- 
tory theary of light Was accépted sciet: 
tific men have looked forward te the day 
When it would be possible to prodita 
light without heat: For it is an iinfor- 
Hiriate fact” that ie iat etery effort td 
prodti¢é light has beer acdnipanied by 
an enormous waste of energy due ti thé 
production of uselessheat. he simplest 
way of producing light is by means of 
the combustion of some compound of 
carbon. It does not matter whether the 
carbon is solid, as in a candle, or a fluid, 
rreh ierra orin agas, as in ordinary 

tm kàs, thë proëëss is the samé, 

Fhe nnion of the carbtt 6f thd sub: 
stance witli the oxygen of thé aif prë: 
dtices the tapid vibration that thé éyé 
retognizes as light. Carbon, though the 
element usually employed, is not a neces- 
sary factor, for magnesium, potassium, 
iron—indeed almost any : 

—will tako its place. Neither is oxygen 
a necessary part in the production 6f 
light. Chlorine will produce an even 
more brilliant light with certain sub- 
stances. It is evident, therefore, that the 
rate of vibration and not the element 
employed is the principal factor in pro- 
ducing light. _ 

f Unfortunately all methods of produc- 
ing light by means of chemical combina- 
tions (such as the union of the carbon of 
the ‘candle with the oxygen of the air) 
are accompanied by a very large pro- 
duction of heat waves, which in the ma- 
jority of cases are utterly useless, if not 
absolutely troublesome, ‘The old simile 
of 4 Innsician desiring to produce a cer- 
tain high note being compelled to press 
down all the keys of his instrument is 
an apt one. The lower notes are nöt 
itieřely useless, but they afé positively 
Atinoying. 

Singularly enough, the first solution of 
the problem that was attempted success- 
fully was by the aid of heat. A very 
small amount of light waves are required 
for recognition by the wonderfully de- 
veloped special sense which man pos- 
sesses. Itis intensity, not quantity, that 
is wanted, to use a technical term, Con- 
sequently if a very small particle is heat- 
ed to incandescence the light which it 
throws out bears a far greater ratio to 
the amount of heat required than it does 
if a large mass is similarly heated, 

This is one of the radital bases of the 
utility of the incandescent elestric light: 
An extremely small filament is heated to 
incandescence through thejpresistance 
whiol: it offers to the flow of an electric 
current. It generates heat, it is true, 
tmt the zmonnt of heat thus produced is 
ilirectly proporiional to the mass of the 
carbon, which is very small. The light 
produced, however, is amply sufficient 
for all ordinary purposes. E 

This solution, however, is highly un- 
satisfactory to scientists, however useful 
it is to the public at large. Liyht a; 
from heat altogether was wanted. e 
firefly. the phosphorescent sea animal- 
cules and even the exhausted tubes of 
Geissler fnrnished the hope that there 
was yet some method of reaching thé 
Wigh note without pressing down the 
Whole keyboard, 

Recently an extraordizary_;.enins has 
appeared in this country who seems 
upon the verge of discovering, if not to 
have actually discovered, a method by 
which this might be done. Nikola Tesla, 
a man of independent fortune and most 
brilliant mind, who was for a time con- 
nected with Edison, hss dared to experi- 
ment with rapidly alternating electric 
currents. The result has surprised the 
wildest dreams of the theorizers. He 
has succeeded in producing light of com: 
paratively high intensity without thé 
production of heat and apparently di: 
rectly by tho use of electricity. The 
halls of the Royal society of London and 
of the Franklin institute of Philadelphia 
have been illuminated by means of the 
light fadiated from bare copper wires in 
the open air carrying these so called 
Tesla currents: 

The wires Wéfe not hot, but they radi- 
ated from their surface light and sent 
from one to another bands and stream- 
ers of the mysterious light which we see 
in the aurora borealis. The effect must 
be seen to be thoroughly appreciated, 
but when it is stated that the experi- 
menter withcut difficulty succeeded in 
radiating light not only from an ex: 
hatisted glass tube held in his hand, but 
also from his thumb, his nose and other 
features, the enthusiasm which swept 
over his audiences in London and in 
Philadelphia may be appreciated. ` 

As yet no useful ; application has been 
found for these wonderful new develop- 
ments in electrical science, but they 
should be welcomed ss a harbinger of 
further progress,—Baltimore Sun. 

A Singular Invention. 

A new thing in the surgical w i!disa 
curions brass button designed by a sur- 
geon for the purpose of joining together 
two ends of an intestine that has been 
cut, The button consists of two parts 
into which an end of the intestine is fast- 
ened. When the two parts are preased 
together between the thumb and fore 
finger, they are caught by a spring and 
held in place. Then the intestine grows 
together, an opening remaining through 
the ‘button all the time. When it is 
completely enveloped by thenew tissue, 
nature repairs the ravages of disease so 
thoroughly that the button becomes. de- 
tached by the decomposition of the tis- 
sue holding it,and it passes off.—Cor. 
Bt. Louis Post-Dispatch.

“A month later Hewitt was still sick, 
and I noticed a second letter was gone. 
He lingered along, up and around now, 
and then sick n, for a period. Mean- 
time the white letters were not replaced. 
Month afteř month went by; and every 
succeeding month saw a letter disappear. 
Hewitt noticed it, and ther he would 
not allow them to be replaced. After 
over 10 months of sickness, and when 10 
of the letters had disappeared Dr. Tom 
got an extra severe spell of illness and 
died. The morning after his death I 
visited the honse and noticed as I passed 
in that the last letter was gone.”=St.

THE “TV/INTY QUESTIONS” GAME. 
an Interesting Diversion Fot s Whols 
Roomful of Clever People, 

Among the most acceptable gamos for 
small companies is the game of “Twenty 
Questions,” a great favorite with the 
English, although not widely known 
here. 

The requisites for “Twenty Questions” 
are, first, two rooms, that the company 
tay be divided into two sides. The di- 
vision of the guests may be done by their 
Selecting one of two colors in bells, balls 
or ribbone, or- by the choosing of sides 
after the old fashioned spelling school 
style. . The hostess must see to it that 
there be an even division of the objects 
and exactly the same number as there 
are guests, in order to prevent the leav- 
ing eut of a friend or other awkward 
mistakes. ‘Two leaders or spokesmen 
should be chosen, the host being natu- 
rally one of them, and it will also save 
further mishaps if the second leader be 

eviously selected and given the idea of 

e game, 

The sidés being selected either by 
drawing of ribbons òt by choice of the 
leaders—a method which has its awk- 
ward side where there are people sensi- 
tive to being the last chosen in acom- 
pany—each side retires to its own room 
and selects an object whichits opponents 
are to discover by the asking of 20 ques- 
tions, or as many less than that number 
äs may be. A scribe is chosen for each 
tide to keep a record of the questions and 
tind answers by numbers, that no con- 
fusion imay arise from misunderstood 
questions or replies. To this end each 
scribe should keep tally on-two sheets of 
paper—the questions of his own side 
with the respective answers on one, and 
the opponents” questions and the replies 
of his own side on the other. 

The object selected may be inanimate, 
auimate, ancient, modern or historical, 
may exist in fact or fiction, the only 
qualification being that it shall be suf- 
ficiently well known so that a majority 
of the players on the other side may be 
supposed to have seen or read about it. 
Aspitit of fairness shonld of course be 
shown in the selection of objects, and in 
each case the answers should be honest 
and not hairsplitting, although giving as 
little information as possible. Such ob- 
jects as Ben Franklin's loaf of bread, 
which he carried under his arm as he 
walked up Market street in Philadelphia, 
the. metal cap of the Washington monu- 
ment, the last-rail laid on a local rail- 
road, the armor of the Black Prince in 
the Tower of London and Rip Van Win- 
kle’s gun will illustrate the wide range 
of choice in objects permissible. After 
each sifu announces the choice of its 
subject through its leaders by knocking 
on the door, hostilities begin. 

Each side deliberates on the questions 
to be given the other and its own re- 
plies with closed doors, each guest con- 
tribiiting informally his ideas of wording 
the replies and quéstions and his guesses 
as to the enemy's objectBnt coiiitnunica- 

tion with the opposing side must be £20- 
ducted wholly through the leaders, the 
other people being silent when the doors 
are open. And the leaders must not 
make answers or put questions without 
first consulting their respective sides 
The doors should never be opened with- 
out a warning knock. Any question is 
allowable, the first one being generally, 
“To what kingdom does your object be- 
long?’—Philadelphia Times.

Diseases of malnutrition, such as gout, 

sceréfnla, cancer and biberonin re- 
quire se generations for their full 
evolution, and this evolution may be re- 
tarded or even wholly arrested by inter- 
marriage with healthy persons of an- 
other uonrelated family. Acquired con- 
stitntional taints and abnormal habits, 
as alcoholism, kleptomania, when once 
firmly rooted in an individual organism 
tend to propagate themselves like fam- 
ily features and become hereditary for 
several generations, even when the origi- 
nal factors have ceased to act. Thus 
the acquired habit of the father may be- 
come a natural feature in his son or 
danghter, jn.t as the puppies of a well 
trained poini -r or setter require but very 
little truinin-; to “point” or *‘set.” 

Defornuitics, superfluous digits or toes 
and malformations in general may be 
caused by accident to the mother, by 
powerful mental impressions arresting 
or altering the development of the un- 
‘born child, and the child born with any 
-of these defects may become the parent 
or grandparent of an infant having an 
exactly similar abnormality.—Homco- 
i pathic Review. 

How Fast Docs Thought Travel? 

Professor Donders of Utrecht has made 
some interesting experiments in regard 
to the rapidity of thought. ._By means 
of two instrnments, which he calls the 
“neomatachograph”™ and the ‘‘noerna- 
tachometer,” he obtained some impor- 
tant results. His experiments show that 
it takes the brain .067 of a second to 
elaborate a single idea. Writing |in re- 
gard to this Professor Donders says: 

--“Donbtless the tmje required for the 
brain to act is not the same in all indi- 
viduals. I believe, however, that my 
instruments inay be perfected until we 
will be able to determine the mental 
caliber of our friends without our friends 
knowing that we are testing their apt- 
ness.” The professor further says: “For 
the eye to receive an impression roquires 
.U77 of asecond, and for the ear to appre- 
ciate a sound .049 of a second is neces- 
sary. These curious experiments have 
established one fact at least—vViz, that 
the eye acts with nearly double the 
rapidity of the ear.”—Philadelphia Press. 

A True Goldfish Story. 

At the Nev. York hospital they relate 
a curious occurrence bearing on the hi- 
bernation of fishes. In the conservatory 
in the upper part of the building they 
had several glass jars in which wero 
goldfisl» which is a species of carp. One 
morning the caretaker found a jar broken 
und the water frozen through and 
through, the fish of course being as rigid 
as ice. The Imup was taken away and 
thrown into an old rubbish barrel, where 
it remained several weeks. 

One March day the sun was unusnally 
strong, and it split the cylinder of ice, 
but what was the astonishment of the 
caretaker to see the tail of a fish wrig- 
gling out of a part of the broken block. 
The actual freezing had not killed the 
fish, which was removed to another tank, 
where it swims abont as if nothing had 
befallen it.— Jur Anima!

Statisties Which Will Interest American 


Readers Because af the Fact That Some- 
what Similar Methods Are Proposed In 
Parts of This Country. + "` 


The particular method of dealing with 
the alcohol question which is now 
ed in Switzerland is diecussed by Mr. W, 
Milliet of Berne in a recent publication 
of the American Academy of Political 
and Social Science. 

There is, it seems, no appreciable cur- 

į rent of opinion among the Swiss in favor 
of total abstinence, considered either as 
a voluntary act or as the outceme of 
prohibitory legislation. It is trne that 
by an amendment of the federal consti- 
tution passed in 1885 the cantonal leg- 
islatures acquired the power of yestrict- 
ing the number of places for the sale of 
liquor within their ive jurisdic- 
tions. The power has ostensibly been 
exercised in 14 cantons, but even in 
these, taken as a whole, the number of 
taverns has somewhat increased. 

No substantial result, therefore, has 
followed the concession of restrictive 
power. Such is not the case with the 
alcohol monopoly introduced in 1887. 
This has accomplished two things. It 
has greatly improved the quality of the 
distilled liquors consumed in Switzer- 
land, and has caused a marked reduction 
in the use of them. The primary aim of 
the monopoly was to bring about the 
substitution of fermented for distilled 
liquors, and short as is the period dur- 
ing which the experiment has lastéd the 
results are encouraging. 

Before the creation of the alcohol mo- 
nopoly, Switzerland suffered from the 
practice of peddling distilled ors 
and from the existence of a tude 
of small stills in agriċultural districts. 
The prođuct of these stills, by reason of 
the primitive methods of manufacture 
and the absence of rectification, was ex- 
cluded from the general market and 
was consequently consumed by the peas- 
ant distillers themselves. The effect of 
these small stills was to make the daily 
drinking of “schnapps,” as the doméstic 
raw liquor is called, almost universal 
among farmers and agricultural labor- 
ers: It was the alarming spread of alco- 
holism that ensued which brought about 
the change in the federal constitution 
whereby limited rights of interference 
with the liquor traffic were granted to 
the authorities, both federal and can- 
tonal. . 

Since the creation of the alqohol mo- 
nopoly, 1,400 large and small distilleries 
have been suppressed by expropriation. 
From the remaining 60 or 70 distilleries, 
the monopoly administration is the only 
pnrehaser. The product does nat go di- 
rectly from distiller to purchaser. The 
administration takes it under fixed con- 
ditions and brings it back .to the trade 
only after it has been duly rectified. Of 
the profits of the monopoly, : 
now amonnting to about Shu, a year, 
mnt be applied to the struggle with al- 
conolisin—that if to say, to the mainte- 
nance S?4he poor and the insane whose 
misfortunes may be traced to that mal- 


ady. 

Now as to the effect of the monopoly 
on the quantity of spirits consumed. In 
1885 the consumption of distilled liquors 
per capita was 10.26 liters; in 1991 it was 
only 6.32. A part of this decrease is due 
to the cessation of smuggling of distilled 
liquors from :jwitzerland into -the adja- 
cent countries. But after reasonable de- 
ductions on that score have been made, 
it is estimated that the shrinkage in the 
nse of ardent spirits by the Swiss them- 
selves is not less than 25 percent. The 
decreased consumption is obviously due 
not only to the extinction of private 
stills, brt to the fact that a higher price 
mnst be paid for the product of distil- 
leries. The joint effect of diminished 
consumption and of the greatly improved 
quality of the liquors sold is expected 
soon to sow itself in the statistics of al- 
coholism. 

We have raid ~ that the purpose of the 
Swiss Iegisleture was not to abolish the 
use of distilied] liquors, bùt gradually to 
supplant it by that of wine or-beer. To 
that end, while the’ price of spirits was 
raised, that of fermentéd liquors was 
lowered by relieving them from certain 
excise duties. So far as. wine is con- 
cerned no mnrixed change took place in 
the volume of consumption between 1885 
and 1890. T isis uttributed, however, 
te the remarkable decline of the home 
production in the’ period named, a de- 
cline which had to be made good by im- 
portation. 

In the case of beer, on the other hand, 
the effect of the liquor monopoly on the 
habits of the Swiss people is unmistak- 
able. The consumption of beeg:in Swit- 
zerland increased between 1885.804 1890 
from 86 liters per capita to~45. liters, 
showing an advance of some 25 per cent. 
So far as the Swiss experiment has gone, 
it seems to show the possibility. of sup- 
planting to a considerable extent the use 
of ardent spirits by that of “those fer- 
mented liqrozs, such as beer, Whiebcon- 
tain relatively little alcotial¥~New 
York Sun. y
